  I would like to call your at­ 
tention to the fact that by act 
of the California Legislature in 
1951 an amendment to the Edu­ 
cation Code was made, whereby, 
unless notice of intention not to 
renew the contract of a district 
gchool superintendent is given 
0ix months in advance of e^pi ra­ 
tion of an existing contract, the 
contract shall be considered as 

irenewed for four years and at 
the same rate of compensation.

This fact has not, to my know­ 
ledge, been previously published 

(in a local paper and presumably 
the public at large is unaware 
of it. 
CONTRACTT RENEWED

In the case of the situation in 
Torrance, this means that since 
the contract of the present in­ 
cumbent of the position of school 

^superintendent expires June 30, 
^1952, the decision of the Tor­ 

rance Board of Education wheth­ 
er to renew this contract for an­ 
other four year period or not 
must be made before December 
31, 1951.

In conversation recently with 
mem berg of the Torrance Board 
of Education, it was indicated 
quite clearly to this writer that 
the present intention of the ma­ 
jority of the Board is to renew

the contract of the present in­ 
cumbent for four years. 
BOARD COMPOSITION

You will recall that by the el­ 
ection of May, 1950, the compo­ 
sition of the Torrance Board of 
Education was considerably alt­ 
ered. It may also be recalled 
that there was evidence of strong 
popular feeling in that election 
  to the extent that a write-in 
candidate proposed but three 
days before the election defeat­ 
ed incumbents who had been un­ 
opposed in.previous Board of Ed­ 
ucation elections. 
QUESTION ARISES

The questions that now arise 
are what was the issue in the 
above mentioned election and 
what have been the results stem­ 
ming from the outcome of that 
election.

It now appears that there have 
been no significant changes as a 
result of the May, 1950 election, 
nor is there the prospect of any, 
judging by present indications. 
The popular expression of opin­ 
ion registered at that time might 
as well have never been made.
